ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION. 

One SImii Trlra to Kill T»o Othcix liiil 
Falls In IIU Atttrmpt. 

Lafatbtte. Ind.. Nov. 2.— ttdward 
Cool, a farmhand employed by Trustee 
Arnold of Washington township, went 
to Buck Creek village, six miles north 
of this city, yesterday, and attempted 
to assassinate Luke Lowe and Obeuiuh 
Halle. He entered Lowe's house, and 
without a word of warning shot at 
Lowe, ther bullet steiking a rib just be- 
low the heart Mrs. Lowe was so close 
to the assassin that her dress canght 
fire from the pistol* flash. 

Cool then walked out and started for 
Halle's BaUx>n, passmg his father on 
the way, who asked "What are yon do- 
ing with that revolver!" With the re- 
mark, "Let me alone," he entered the 
store and fired at Halle, the ball strik 
ing a rib. Halle clinched with Cool 
and with the assistance of a byBtaiuK?r 
handed Cool over to Constable Connell 

By this time a crowd had gathered 
and the constable fearing violence to 
the prisoner, started to take him to a 
place of safetv, but had not proceeded 
tar, when Cool drew a knife and made 
two vicious jabs at his throat, but 
failed to cut either the jugular or 
windpipe. Medical aid was rendered 
and Cool was brought to this city and 
locked up. His wounds are not dan- 
gerous. Lowe's injuries are not seri- 
ous, bat Halle's are of • dangerons aa- 
ture. '

Elwood, Ind.. Nov. 2.— One of the 
most destructive tires in the history of 
this dty occurred yesterday. An 
alarm was turned in at 4 o'clock, when 
the Elwood, a window glass factory, 
employing 800 hands was discovered to 
be burning. The immense plant was 
situated ontside the limits of the water 
works lines and could not be reached 
by the department. The fire originated 
in the mixing room and in 80 minutes 
after being discovered the whole build- 
ing was ablaze. 

The plant is a total wreck and its 
iunployes are thrown out of work just 
in the beginning of winter. The prop- 
erty loss will amount to $5U,000 with 
only 16,000 insurance on the buildings. 
Ten thousand dollars' worth of glass 
was destroyed. This was one of the 
leading factories of the city and has 
only been in operation two years. The 
factory came here from Bellaire, O., 
and was ownsd by Rodefer, Hoffman & 
Sons, and will i»6bably not be rebuilt.

Young, his wife and daughter Jennie, 
aged 18, of Coriun, were crossing the 
Dexter railroal with a double team yes- 
terday, at Young's crossmK. one mile 
north of the village, they were struck 
bv the DoviT tr.'un goiug south.

Crioa«}0, Nov. S.— Witb the solemn 
|omp and imposing ceremonies befit- 
fing'the interment of the former chief 

Iriagistrate of the world's fair city and 
Ms pitifully dramatic fate. Carter H. 
Harrison's body was escorted to (jrace- 
land cemetery Wednesday by an im- 
inense throng of sorrowing citizens. 
Tenderly the remains were borne from 
the black draped and flower-scented 
corridor of the city hall, where they 
had rested in state and jilaced in the 
funeral car. Throuj^h the great crowd 
that hail ^'athered to see the murdered 
mayor's last leave-taking of the scone of 
his ardent labors in behalf of the city 
he loved, the black car slowly passed 
and took its plaoe in the waitfng pro- 
cession. 

Out from the center of the city the 
great jirocession inarched across the 
river and to the beautiful Church of 
the Epipliany, near the late executive's 
home. All along the line of in.irch the 
jieople, with sad faces and bared heads, 
watched tlie sombre colunine and ahi'Ut 
the church a throng as great as that 
which had been nbont the atjr hall had 

gathered. 

From the time the mavor's body was 
placed in the city hall Tuesday a con- 
tinuous jiroression has moved through 
the corridor ami past the hh'T. For 24 
hours the liue renuiiiied unbroken, and 
when tho ccjrritlor was of necessity 
abr!:ii;ly i I. mmI to the public a great 
crowd still rcinaini^d in line awaiting a 
last look at the features of the dead ex- 
ec utivc. V\ hen tho I'orridors were 
closed It was estimated that fully 100,- 
000 pcoplrt hail hied h.Hst the vast body. 

MAN CRU SHED TO DEATH. 

PaH of • BriAgm Falto With Dlsastroun 
BmuUs. 

ITwii.TDN, C, Nov. a.— William 
Schei'l, a bridge hand employed on tlm 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Indianai olis 
Miami river bridge at thiscity, recei vi 1 
fatal injuries. An inch and a quarter 
rope which held a 500-pound bridge 
"strut" in position, broke and the huge 
metal affair came crashing down upon 
the unfortunate man. Schied was 
knocked from his position on a lower 
jiart of the liriili,-9 and sent whirling to 
the bottom of the river, over 'i'y feet be- 
low. In the fall Schied was caught 
partially between the falling "strut" 
and another part of the bridge and fur- 
ther mangled. 

Scheid was taken in the police pat red 
to Mercy hospital and Dr. (ieorea 
Trusle called, who pronounced the in- 
juries fatal. Scheiu's head is crushed, 
hip broken and shoulder contused. The 
bridge reconstruction had so far pro- 
pressed without accident and would 
nave been complete in a few days. 
Scheid lives at the comer of Fifth and 
Sycamore streets in this city, is 20 years 
of age and single. His parents are 
prostrated because of the affair. Only

Ab KnclisliMBn Sajrs lionilon Has Prai^ 
For Vt to at tp. 

New York, Nov. 2.— A 'Washington 
special to a morning paper gives an 
interview with Moreion Irewen. ilie 
English bimetallist. who is now a guest 
of one of the members of the British 
legation. Mr. Frewen says: 

"If the price of silver bullion falls, as 
1 expect will l)e the case, that drags 
down tl'.e exchange rates with the far 
east, which are already at a snapping 
point, and we shall have a panic before 
the new year, a panic vou will feel in 
every corner of this continent." 

"Thei; V,. a don't favor the vie w that 
the repeal of the act will bring buying 
orders from London to 'Wall street i"" 

"No. London vrill be a seller for »•■ 
long time to come. We are in great 
trouble in Australia and in India. Our 
export tratle with China, Singapore 
and South America is alrrady paralyzed 
by the fall in the rates of silver ex- 
change. Londofl has been praying that 
you will stop your silver purchases, 
thinking that then your stock market 
may recover so that she mav senil you 
home your securities realizdl at hi.ijher 
prices. We are in no p(jsition 
to buy; the great F.n.-disli man- 
ufacturing fortunes have sutfercd 
terribly. When we in England havt( 
financial troubles, times are bad and 
prices are depressed, so that your ex- 
ports to England fall off and your im- 
ports remaining the same, gold Icav.'s 
j'ou. To borrow gold in Ftijcland and 
to bring it iiere inevitably turns the 
balance of trade against this country. 
It wiiuld turn it even in the face of a 
great harvest ; so that tho gold bi'.,'in A 
to How l^ack atrain on the nearest shii' 
Austria is trying to get gold and hold 
it in this Way. Weckherli;, her tinanci' 
minis er, is an intelliijent niaii, but 
knows iiothin>^ whatsoever aiiout th • 
theory of the foreign e.Nchani^'cs 
Mr. (iosvdieii told hiiii three jcar.- 
hince that, while Ausiri:i cinld iMrri)W 
gold, that she could never keep it ex- 
cept under Kick and key, and if is .^til'i 
all under lock and key, but ^old is al- 
ready at a pieiniuin in the dual mou- 
archj^.

May Make Goal Cheaper. 

An important step that will result in 
uncalculable good to the people of Cin- 
cinnati, St. Louis and other river ports 
was taken by the Chamber of Commerce 
at Pittsburg Tui-sday. The Rivers and 
Harbors Coinmittee made a report on the 
proposition to eatahliyh reservoirs and 
siacK-water dams along the Ohio river. 
The idea in to make a coal-boating stage 
all the year around. The report was a 
lengthy one, and contained resolutions 
that the Senatorri an<f Rei)resentative8 
from I'ennsvlvania reijuest that, a clause 
for a special appropriation of $1(),(X)0 he 
placed in the Congressional Rivers and 
Harbors bill to be presented this winter. 

The money is to be used for a pre- 
liminarv survey of the Ohio and Litt'e 
Kanawha rivers for the location of the 
deep water reservoirs. Copies of the 
report and resolutions were ordered 
forwarded to Cincinnati, St. Louis end 
other cities, and that the latter be asked 
to take the subject up. It is estimated 
that the reservoir can be constructed for 
$1,000,000 and the water turned into the 
river to float coal at little expense. If 
the scheme goes through coal will cost 
considerably lesa at all pdata on the 
Ohio river.

ning expenses, and liuye a balance on
